DISSATISFACTION OF TROOPS.

Port Sap, Satarday.

NOTES FROM SUAKIN. 


THE KASSALA RAILWAY LINE. 


(From our CoRRESPONDERT.) 


Suskin, May 16. 

The British steamer Turkestan is expected 
to arrive here from England in a few days. 
She brings ont a special consignment of about 
62 000 sleepers for the new Kassala line, the 
constraction of which will be commencad aboot 
October next. The survey of this line has 
already been completed. It will branch off 
from Thamiam station, on the Suskin-Atbara 
line. 

El Kaimakam Midwinter Bey, R.E., Aasia- 
tant Director, Sadan Railways, arrived here 
by special train on the 11th inst. on inspection 
duty. He left yesterday for Port Sadan 
accompanied by Bimbashi Newéombe, R.E., 
Agent, Sudan Railways, Saakin. 

The long-expected gratuity for officers and 
locomotive drivers wh> took part in the 
laying of the Suakin-Atbara line arrived this 
week, each receiving two months’ extra pay. 
Others have been recommended for this 
gratuity, bat it has not yet been approved 
by the Ministry of Finance. 


THE SCENERY OF AKABA. 

The late Sir Richard Barton was not en- 
thusiastic over the beaaties of the Galf of 
Akaba. Crnising op this arm of the Red 
Sea in 1878 he was strack by “the sterile 


! horrors of the hideous Sinaitic shore,” which 


at Ras Kusayr, the “cape of the short one,” 
reached a climax. The mountains, he writes, 
became huge robbish heaps, each striving 
with its neighbour for the przs of repulsive 
ugliness, while the valleys were mere dust 
shunts, which shot their rabbish, stones, gravel, 
and eand, in a solid flow like a discharge of 
Java. But he found much to interest him on 
Pharach’s island. The existing fort, thon, as 
now, garrisoned by Bgyptian troops, must 
have been built, he thought, by Europeans, 
when the Crasaders held Akaba ; bat there 
were trace; of an older Roman fort, and, per- 
bape, cf still more ancient defence works bailt 
by the Pharaohs. The land fort at Akaba 
was held, when Barton arrived, by half a 
dozenTurkish gavners and a few Bashi Bazaks, 
all of whom were saffering more or leas from 
ennui and the effects of the climate, the hot 
sommer being almost insupportable. 

Barton, thoagh the main object of his 
journey was to discover gold mines in Midian, 
disonsses at somelength the Jong-vexed ques- 
tion as to the exact locality of Mount Sinai. 
On this point, however, it may be safer to 
follow Prof:ssor Sayce, who is of opinion that 
it must be sought for among the ranges of 
Moont Seir and in the neighbourhood of 
Kadésh-Barnea, Which lies to the north or 
north east of Akaba. ‘The learned professor 
identifies the Yam Sof, the “sea of woads” — 
the Red Sea of the authorised version—with 
the Gulf of Akaba ; and both he and Barton 
agree in scouting the old idea that the Mount 
Sinai of the Old Testament was in the Si- 
naitio peninsula. Of the surveys made of the 
galf by our owo Admiralty, and, a few yeara 
ago, by the Austrian naval authorities, it woold 
take too long to speak ; nor is it possible to 
do justice here to the work of the Palestine 
snrvey. It may be noted, however, that Vap- 
tain Kitchener, R.B., whore name was not 
quite so well known in those days as it is 
now, wrote: “I don’t think I have ever done 
such bard work as up the Wadi Arabah from 
Akabah to the Red Sea.”

The boun- 
dary will ron from Rafah in a sonth-easterly 
direction to a point not lees than three miles 
from Akaba, His Majesty’s Government have 
accepted this reply to the Note they sent, and 
it gives n3 every reason to hope that a com- 
pletely satisfactory settlement of details will 
be ‘arrived at. (Cheors.)

Sir E. Grey : I will do everything I can to 
meet the wishes of the hon. member. I should 
like to consider the question of presenting 
papers, and I should be glad if he will give me 
notice of his qaeation.

Tabah is three or four miles from the line 
claimed by Egypt. ‘Tabah to Saez is about 140 
miles. No delimitation of the frontier on the 
ground has taken place. It is not certain how 
long Tarkish troops had been at Tabab before 
they were discovered by the Ezyptian autho- 
tities ; bat they had not been there more than 
two months. Thaisland of Faraon is now oo- 
cupied by Ezyptian troops. and their retirement 
was requested by the Tarkish Commandant 
at Akaba. The evacuation of Tabah pending 
a settlement was demanded by his Majesty’s 
Government in the Note presented to the 
Porte ten days ago; but I hope to be able to- 
motrow to make a statement respecting 
negotiations, and wonld ask to defer = 
farther observations till then.

RESTORING THE BOUNDARY FIULARS. 


A TURKISH RUSE. 
Jerasalem, Friday. 

The Governor of Jerasalem recently instrao- 
ted the Kaimakams of the districts of Gaza 
and Beersheba to repair to Rafah and take 
measures for the recovery of the missing 
boundary pillars with a view to having them 
restored to their proper place. ‘They have now 
reported to his Excellency that thay could 
not find any traca of th3m, and that conse- 
quently they are led to balieve that the 
bescons in question mast have baen broken 
to piecas and buried inthe sand. ~ 

The resalt having baen commanicated to 
the Porte, ordera were again received insisting 
on the pillars being restored without delay, 
and before the arrival of the Mixed Com- 
mission appointed for the delimitation of the 
frontier. Thereapon, the Governor, who was 
informed in the meantime that a nomber 
of pillars from old rains were to be found lying 
aboat in the vicinity, ordered that two colamns 
of the size of the missing ones be transported 
and pat op instead immediately, which arrange- 
ment has, I understand, been carried out 
to-day in the presence of the British consolar 
agent at Gazi; who proceeded to the locality 
to see that the newly-procored pillars were 
placed on the very eame spot where the former 
ones stood, 

It has also been arranged that the Turkish 
force at Rafah should retire some distance 
north of the pillars.

Dear Sir,—I feel you will allow me to make 
an appeal in your colomns fora subscription 
towards an old gentleman of 86, whois now 
in circumstances which would generally be 
called poor and needy. His name is Albert 
Edelmann, a British subject and a Doctor of 
Medicine, who took his diploma at Darpart, 
Rossia. His hiatury is a record of a busy life 
and extraordinary adventares. When the 
doctor had made a sofficient fortune, he 
settled down comfortably at Galveston, Texas, 
North America. A tidal wave in the year 
1899 carried away everything he had. With 
extraordinary plock and endurance he 
found his way through London to Paris, 
Palestine (where he obtained an sppoictment 
which tarned out worthless), Alexandria, and 
Cairo, where he obtained a licence dated the 
2nd of October, 1901, to practise his profession 
in Egypt, when he fell ill and was leid ap in 
hospital for six weeks with a deep-seated 
abscess ip his leg. Barely recovered from that 
shock he proceeded to Australia; the Grecia 
and Bolwer Lodges and Mr. Boy!e contributing 
between them the cost of his passage. 

His last misfortune was being ran over in 
Paria by a cab last antomn, when he broke his 
leg and sustained other injuries ; the hospitel 
bill was paid by the Cabdrivera Association 
and a society subscribed to pay his passage 
to Egypt to recover his health. He arrived last 
December and since that date I have been in 
constant touch with him and have been strack 
with the veracity of all his statements. 

I have qualified the expression “poor and 
needy” in the beginning of this letter, because 
though this qualification may apply financially 
it does not apply, in the ordinarily accepted 
sense, to one who, in spite of his advanced 
years, has had the grit to travel round the 
world “poor ard needy” and always managed 
to fall on his feet and that without importunate 
bagging. He has found wherever he has 
been those who were anxious to relieve any- 
one in distress and it is only to this class I 
address this appeal. 

In the very short sommary I have given 
above of this eventfal and usefal life I have 
omitted many items which, thongh I balieve 
to be facte, are too extraordinary to be 
accepted as sach, without trespassing far more 
on yoar space than I should wish owing to 
the neceesarily long explanations required. 

The doctor has been living with me for the 
last two months and I have never found him 
ont in a misstatement, 20 I believe in him, If 
any of your readers care for farther details I 
will give them.

policy of Mussulmans. Dr. Zwemer’s conola- 
sions are strongly in favour of Christianity as 
against its rival. He maintairs earnestly that 
the ‘ Koran denies the Divinity ard theeter: al 
Sonship of Christ.” The chapter entitled 
“Pradestination v. Fataliem” is an extremely 
ab!e exposition. Dr. Zwemer’s book is deserving 
of close attention as a piece of earnest thinking 
ard writing.
